New Heating Plant Needed. 

Among the buildings which are 
most essential at the present time is 
a new heating plant. The heating 
plant in use now is hardly adequate 


and the heating

present plant was built in 1892, and 
must heat 25 buildings. : An appro- 
priation of about $200,000 is needed 
for the new heating plant recom- 
mended. 

Extension of the Medical Build- 
ing also is recommended by Dr. Hill. 
This year medical students were 
turned away because of inadequate 
he said. The State now is 
furnishing medical students only a 
two years’ course, Which is only 
one-half the regular curriculum in 
medicine, and the extension recom- 
mended would allow a full course to 
be given, he said. 

The extension of the Home Eco- 
nomics Building and the Observator 
Building, also is necessary in the 
next two years, Dr. Hill asserts, and 
the Mechanic Arts Hall, which 
burned several years ago, should be 
rebuilt at once. Although the uni- 
versity has a large enrollment 
the School of Engineering, adequate 
facilities are lacking for the 
of a Mechanic Art Building. 

Appropriation Requests. 

In comparison to 
requests being made by other state 
universities, Missouri’s university is 
asking much less than many others, 
declared Dr. Hill. 

“Our appropriation request is not 
half as great as that of the Univer-' 
sity of Michigan, and the University. 
of Wisconsin is asking for three 
times as much as we he said. 
“Even in 1918 there were seven oth- 
er universities that asked for much’ 
greater appropriations than the Uni- 
versity of Missouri did. In 1918 the 
University of Illinois asked for an 
appropriation of almost $1,500,000 
more than we did. Ohio, Minnesota. 
Michigan, Kansas, Nebraska and In- 
diana all received much greater ap- 
propriations in 19T8, and are asking 
for larger appropriations now. 

“Our appropriation for our teach- | 
ers is not near so large as that of 
many other universities. In Kansas 
a greater appropriation is being 
asked for salaries for teachers in the 
Agricultural College alone than the 
University of Missouri is asking for 
fund.”

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 

From the Nation. 

O those familiar with war psychology, it is 

not surprising that the least belligerent, the 
least. endangered, and the supposedly  freest 
country involved should have travele@ the fur- 
thest in the severity of its punishment of all 
forms of dissent. In other countries conscien- 
tious objectors were imprisoned, but their terms 
were short and obviously intended for restraint 
only during the period of hostilities. They were 
released soon after the armistice. But in free 
America not omy was the imprisonment need- 
lessly prolonged for over two years—longer than 
the terms given the few notorious enemy con- 
spirators found guilty of plotting murder against 
our civilian population—but the incarceration 
was accompaniea by unspeakable atrocities, A 
number died in prison, victims of beating and 
deliberate starvation. Others were tied up by 
the hands for days at a time, drenched in ky 
water, and compelled to remain in cells at freez- 
ing temperatures. A number of these died from 
pneumonia. Nor did the indignities cease with 
death. The wife of one religious objector, mem- 
ber of a sect professedly opposed to all forms of 
violence, coming to claim his body found {ft clad 
in the uniform which he had given his life to 
avoid donning. Instances of that kind were innu- 
merable. The iron cage at Alcatraz, especially 
constructed for the torture of the conscientious 
objectors, an instrument recalling the medieval 
Iron Maiden, is the symbol of America’s treat- 
ment of them and entitled as such to a place in 
eur historical museum as a warning to coming 
generations,
